Gen. Sir Elwyn Jones is­ 
sued the warning in the House 
of Commons as the government 
sought emergency powers to re­ 
store Britain's authority over 
the breakaway, white-run colo­ 
ny in central Africa. 
Jones warned Britons inside 
and outside Rhodesia that ac­ 
tions furthering the aims of 
Smith's regime would be trea­ 
sonable. 
The bill giving the British 
government massive powers of 
retaliation 
against 
Rhodesia 
sped toward adoption in the 
House. 
Quick passage was urged by 
Prim e Minister Harold Wilson, 
who Thursday night accused 
Smith's regime of taking police 
state measures and assuming 
"the sickeningly familiar atti­ 
tudes of authoritarian rule." 
Jones introduced the bill ask­ 
ing for these special powers: 


—An order invalidating any 
laws passed or business trans­ 
acted by Rhodesian Prime Min­ 
ister tan Smith's regime after 
its unilateral declaration of in­ 
dependence Thursday: 
—Authority for the British 
government to exercise execu­ 
tive control and to make laws 
in Rhodesia; 


—An amendment to British 
legislation to make it easier for 
"loyal Rhodesian citizens" to 
obtain citizenship of the United 
Kingdom and the colonies; 
—An order enabling the Brit­ 
ish immigration authorities to 
confiscate passport documents 
issued or renewed by the Rho­ 
desian regime. 
Jones pointed out that other 
actions by Britain—such as the 
ban on import of Rhodesian to­ 
bacco and sugar—had already 
been carried out under existing 
statutory powers. 
The bill proclaimed that the 
Rhodesian government's decla­ 
ration of Independence and all 
acts that flowed from it were il­ 
legal. 
Wilson dismissed Smith and 
his government of white settlers 
immediately after the Rhodesi­ 
an leader, 46, declared the cen­ 
tral African colony independent 
from Britain. But the dismissal 
was a formality designed to al­ 
low Britain to intervene in case 
of internal strifeand to forestall 
African nationalists from form­ 
ing a Rhodesian government in 
exile. 
Wilson called the breakaway 
a 
"rebellion 
against 
the 
crown." 
"The world has taken a step 
backward today," he said in a 
10-mlnute radio-tele vision ad­ 
dress to his people. "It Is our 
task to take measures to bring 
the people of Rhodesia back 
from the dangerous path they 
have 
taken, back to mutual 
trust and racial cooperation." 
Britain cut off all ald to Rho­ 
desia, expelled it from the ster­ 
ling area and banned it from 
selling Its tobacco in Britain. In 
the past, Britain has bought 
more than half of Rhodesia's 
$U2-mlllion annual crop. 
Wilson apparently hopes the 
sanctions will cut enough Into 
the prosperity of Rhodesia's 
225,000 whites to cause

majority of them to disown 
Smith's government.

York to condemn Smith's Inde­ 
pendence declaration.

A spokesman for United Air 
Lines, owner of the plane, first 
blamed the accident on the fail­ 
ure of a nose wheel.

Beginning next February he will spend 
a 3 1/2 month term as an exchange student 
at Geelong Church of England Grammar School 
in forested foothills IOO miles northeast of 
Melbourne, Australia. 
As a matter of fact, he w ill go to the Timbertop 
branch of Geelong, which is supposed to be 
noted for its Spartan regimen. The only things 
prepared for the pupils are their meals. There 
are plenty of long hikes and riding and ranching 
as well as cricket and tennis. Once a year 
students prove their toughness by running a 15- 
mile race.

THE DRAFT SHOULD BE ON A FAIR FOOTING 
The frustrating, vital half-war in Vietnam 
makes the need for a well-trained, efficient 
U.S. military establishment more obvious than 
ever. And yet the way we select our soldiers 
to fight such wars could scarcely be more 
unfair than it is today. 
In the recent past, fewer than 50 per cent 
of those who reached draft age were ever 
called to duty. If present trends continue, 
almost two out of every three men will escape 
service in the future. This is not the fault of 
the nation’s 4,000 draft boards, who do a 
conscientious job of supplying as many bodies 
as the services ask for. The injustice stems 
from the fact that, even with the Vietnam 
crisis, the military requires only some 500,000 
new men each year. But in 1966, with the 
record post-war baby crop reaching draft age, 
some two million boys will turn 18. 
Those who escape, by and large, are those 
with the means to continue their education 
until they reach the “ safe” age of 26, or 
until they become fathers, or who one way or 
another are declared physically, mentally or 
morally unfit. As for those who get called, in 
the words of one manpower expert, they “ view 
it as an imposition, an annoyance, or a stroke 
of bad luck that they were caught while so 
many others escaped.” 
For the youngsters involved, this adds up to 
a very demoralizing situation, but from the 
armed services* point of view, it is very con­ 
venient. Some 400,000 men a year - - many 
prompted by the threat of the draft—enlist. The 
remaining 100,000 needed to fill the annual 
quotas can be culled from the pick of the non­ 
college crop, leaving out all the troublesome 
delinquents, the slow learners and those with 
trivial physical defects. 
To their credit, many policymakers within 
the Pentagon recognize that such a policy is 
both unwise and unjust. Certainly the notion 
that only suckers serve does no good for the 
morale of those in uniform, and uncertainty 
over their post-college futures has an unsettling 
effect on men who are given educational de­ 
ferments. 
One oft-proposed solution' is to end the draft 
altogether, on the theory that the specialized 
needs of modern warfare require professional 
career men. The proposal would require an 
annual military pay increase, according to de­ 
fense estimates, in excess of $10 billion to at­ 
tract enough volunteers, and even then it would 
not answer the manpower needs of a major 
crisis. 
Moreover, in a century of recurring crises, 
there is something naggingly wrong with the 
idea of paying a professional cadre to take 
care of the sacrifices which all should share. 
General Lewis B. Hershey, for 25 years the 
redoubtable head of the Selective Service System, 
has long advocated shifting the draft to a true 
Universal Military Training System. Last year 
Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara pro­ 
posed an experimental start to such a plan 
whereby a limited number of boys who are 
now rejected and classified 1-Y because of 
educational or minor physical shortcomings 
would be given specialized training to enable 
them to qualify for military service. 
The idea never got out of congressional com­ 
mittee, reflecting the Congress’ longstanding 
fear of the draft issue. Actually, as a recent 
nationwide Gallup poll shows clearly, the elec­ 
torate is thoroughly aware of the unfairness 


of the present draft setup, and thoroughly in 
favor of reform along the lines of universal 
training. 
Eighty-three per cent of those questioned 
favored some form of compulsory duty for 
those who now are rejected for failing their 
' educational test. Forty-eight per cent said 
18 was the best age for induction, another twenty 
per cent suggested age 19 or 20. 
The two answers point the way to the basic 
reform the draft law needs: universal military 
training at the earliest possible age. The 
problem stems from the fundamental split 
between the two types who now escape call— 
those who go on to college and beyond, and 
those who flunk the physical or mental tests. 
If it became an established principle that 
everyone except the seriously handicapped faced 
automatic induction immediately on reaching age 
18, most of the current injustice in the present 
system would disappear. Those now being called 
would continue to serve out their two compulsory 
years. College-bound youths (some 600,000 
next year) could be given the option of a straight 
twro-year tour, or one year’s active duty fol­ 
lowed by four years of reserve training under 
R.O.T.C. auspices when they go back to school. 
As for the 1-Ys and 4-Fs whose handicaps 
are minor, a large number of the young men 
in these categories are children of poverty 
who could benefit greatly from the health fa­ 
cilities, the training, even the solid food the 
Army can so readily supply. General Hershey, 
who wants to put sweeping reforms into effect 
immediately, proposes that each of the services 
set up a two-year compulsory rehabilitation 
program for the youngsters, with the goal of 
“developing the whole man.” 
To do this, of course, w'ould require a funda­ 
mental reshaping and upgrading of the services* 
traditional concept of training. At present, the 
Office of Economic Opportunity’s Job Corps is 
trying to provide such training and facilities on 
a voluntary civilian basis, but with an ap­ 
propriation of $280 million and a skeleton staff, 
OEO is at present only able to serve a fraction 
of the one million unemployed youths who need 
such help. 
An overall plan for 1-Ys and 4-Fs could 
ultimately encompass as many as 500,000 boys 
per year and cost as much as an annual $1.5 
billion to operate. That is an expensive program, 
but weighed against its potential for curbing 
delinquency and unemployment, plus the fact 
that a good number of these trainees may 
well re-enlist in the regular Army, it would be 
a bargain. 
A draft that ended deferments and needless 
rejections would put military training on a just 
basis that would minimize the uncertainty and 
burden for everyone; it would provide a com­ 
prehensive training program for the disad­ 
vantaged; it would give the Armed Forces an 
expanded opportunity for improving the quality 
of its permanent personnel. 
It would do something perhaps even more 
important; it would encourage a pride in self 
and a loyalty to the nation that the present 
unjust and compromised system too often under­ 
mines.

WASHINGTON - Cain M a tte­ 
son, one of the first aluminum 
companies to raise prices 
in 
opposition to the government, 
also owes a great deal to the 
government. Like the Harvey 
fam ily, Olin M atteson 
has 
benefited from government con­ 
tracts. 
But, 
u tik e the 
Harvey 
Aluminum dynasty, the 
Olin 
fam ily was not born in Russia, 
and it has not played both sides 
of the political fence. 
The d in s are products 
of 
the corn belt, born in southern 
Illinois, and they are dyed-in- 
the-wool Republicans. 
They’d 
rather be caught dead than be 
accused of doing anything for a 
Democratic adm inistration 
in 
Washington. Spencer T . d in is 
chairman of the Republican Na­ 
tional Finance Com m ittee, and 
in 1962 contributed $34,600 to 
the GOP campaign chest, d h e r 
d in Mathieson executives and 
m em bers of the filmily brought 
the total up to a whopping $100,- 
750. 
Like the H arveys, however, 
Olin 
Mathieson has received 
helpful 
government contracts, 
and in 1962 was awarded 
a 
$15,675,000 contract to manu­ 
facture the M-14 rifle at a cost 
of $105 per rifle. 
Two 
competing com panies, 
Harrington 
Richardson and

Ramo Wooldridge, 
bid $97 and $80 respectively, 
but despite th is, d in Mathieson 
got a sizable part of the M-14 
business.

A SOVIET INVENTION 
Y evsey G. Liberman, an e c o ­ 
nom ist at Kharkov U niversity, 
is being hailed throughout the 
Soviet Union for a great e c o ­ 
nomic 
discovery. 
His “ d is­ 
covery” is the law of supply 
and demand. 
Thus Liberman 
takes his place in the annals 
of R ussian scientific achieve­

Sugar Ray 
Throws 
In Gloves 


NEW YORK (AP) — Sugar 
Ray 
Robinson 
finally 
has 
decidod to hang up the gloves at 
the age of 4 5 after 199 fight sin a 
brilliant career that is sure to 
lead to boxing’s Hall of Fame. 
The fierce pride of a man who 
has been acclaimed the best 
fighter pound-for-pound in re­ 
cent ring history kept hi rn going 
long after his contemporaries 
had quit. It took a decisive beat­ 
ing 
by 
young Joey Archer 
Wednesday night in Pittsburgh 
to end Ray’s dreams of another 
championship fight. 
**I hoped to fight for the 
championship again,” Robinson 
said Thursday afternoon in his 
Pittsburgh hotel room before 
leaving for his New York home. 
Robinson was stretched out lazi­ 
ly in bed, his head propped Ona 
pillow, his face bearing marks 
from Archer’s stinging left jab. 
"lf I had beaten A rcher, I’d 
have had a chance,” Robinson 
said. Then he added wistfully, 
"But I didn't win. It’s too late to 
go on another long campaign for 
another chance.” 
Was there a chance that Ray 
might change his mind, as he 
had done in 1954 after retiring in 
1952? 
"I don’t think there is any 
chance,” said the former welter 
and 
five-time 
middleweight 
champion of the world. 
"With all due respect to Arch­ 
e r, he’s not a puncher,” said 
Ray. "He punched me when I 
was 
off balance and I got 
knocked down. Somebody was 
talking about a return match 
but I didn’t say anything.” 
The record books say Robin­ 
son is 45 but he claims he is 
only 44. NO matter now. He has 
had 199 fights since he turned 
pro in 1940, back in the days 
when men like Lew Jenkins, 
Frltzie ZI vie, Joe Louis and Bil­ 
ly Conn ruled the roost. He won 
173, lost 19, and had 6 draws 
and one no-decision contest. 
Joey Maxim was the only 
man to stop him and that was 
due to a case of exhaustion in 
the 106-degree heat at Yankee 
Stadium June 25, 1952. Sugar 
Ray had stopped 109 opponents. 
In two more years he will be 
eligible for the Hall of Fame. 
"I’m going to build houses,” 
Robinson said. "The Sugar Ray 
Construction Co. is being organ­ 
ized. We’ll do slum clearance 
and build houses for the people 
who need them. 
"Then I’m going to make a 
movie with Rod Taylor in Cali­ 
fornia in January and another 
in Barcelona, Spain, with Brod­ 
erick Crawford, a war picture. 
I'm going to get back Into show 
business.” 
Show biz always has been 
Robinson’s real love. When he 
quit in 1952 he became a song- 
and-dance man, touring Europe. 
But there never was the kind of 
money that he could get in the 
ring where his earnings ap­ 
proached the $4-million mark. 
George Gainford, the man 
who has been with him during 
most of those 26 long years, 
nodded his head when he heard 
that Ray has made up his mind 
to quit.

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Highway Signs 
May Soon Talk 


WASHINGTON AP -- One of 
these days, highwa\ signs may 
talk to drivers, Instead of just 
advising them via the printed 
word. 
Findings are due next year 
from studies at Georgia Tech on 
the value of traffic m essages 
presented by radio. The Ford- 
Philco people have developed a 
way to deliver them. 
These new wrinkles were d is­ 
cussed in an interview by Bur­ 
ton Stevens, a psychologist with 
the 
U.S. 
Bureau of Public 
Roads. 
"N o one is sure what those 
m essages should contain, nor 
even sure whether It is a good 
id ea," Stevens said. "O ne ques­ 
tion is how many tim es to 
present the m essage, how far 
ahead of an intersection forex- 
am ple." 
There are transm ission prob­ 
lem s. M essages are sent from a 
transm itter by the side of the 
road, and picked up by the p ass­ 
ing driver with special receiv­ 
ing equipment inside the car or 
truck. They could come in on a 
beam to which the car radio 
could be set. Conceivably the 
m essages could be broadcast 
loudly from the roadside. But 
what if the radio was not turned 
on? Or the car windows w ert 
rolled up and the d river couldn't 
hear 
what was being 
loud- 
speakered? 
It may come as a surprise to 
som e that the Bureau of Public 
Roads has psychologists work- 
Ihg for it. But they've been 


there 
from 
the 
behavioral 
sciences for almost six years, 
working with a great variety of 
problem s created by drivers, 
vehicles and highways. 
" F o r one thing, we're study­ 
ing the lim itations and capa­ 
bilities of the d riv er," Stevens 
said. 
For exam ple, there is a lot of 
controversy over how much sign 
Information a driver can absorb 
and act on when he comes to a 
big traffic interchange. 
People differ in their skills, 
naturally, even In their ability 
to read. Some drivers may be 
sleepy, o r under the influence 
of alcohol. 
"W e hope to develop a system 
that can be used efficiently by a 
variety of people with a wide 
variety of conditions," Stevens 
said. 
"O ur approach is not re stric ­ 
tive. We have not attempted to 
suggest s tric te r licensing. We 
recognize the 
Importance of 
transportation in economic and 
social life ." 
One of the most popular de­ 
velopments in recent years has 
been the "y ield " sign, often in 
place of a stop sign, where a 
less-busy road enters a main 
highway. 
"T hese yield signs let people 
make an evaluation for them­ 
selves: should they pull into the 
highway, o r wait a while? They 
recognize the decision is theirs 
and I suspect they normally 
face up to the situation," Ste­ 
vens said.

ROME (AP) — M an's love tor 
a pretty flower has given three 
continents a multi million-dollar 
headache. It is rapidly getting 
worse with no real cure in sight. 
The problem is the w ater hya­ 
cinth, which a garden lover 
transplanted from its native 
South America to his pool in 
Lousiana. Then it was taken 
Just as innocently to South Afri­ 
ca, expanded into the Congo and 
somehow, 
between 1956 and 
1958, reached the Sudanese por­ 
tion of the Nile. 
It has become such a ruinous, 
river-clogging 
menace 
that 
Louisiana and Florida have to 
finance costly eradiction cam­ 
paigns. 
More than $1.7 million a year 
is being spent along the Nile 
alone to keep the to st-spreading 
plant from breaking through 
control points in the Sudan and 
infesting Egypt's low er Nile. It 
has also started choking fish 
ponds in East Pakistan. 
Representatives of 18 African 
nations have appealed to the 
UJN. Food and A griculture Or-

ganization to help fight the flow­ 
er. 
The water hyacinth looks like 
a gardener's Joy with 10-lnch 
spikes of blue-mauve or pale 
lilac delicately held above sway­ 
ing 
rosettes 
of big, green, 
rounded leaves. 


But it spreads so tost from 
drifting seed and spreading ten­ 
d rils that no pool can hold it. 
F irst it chokes off the land­ 
ings. Then it breaks into float­ 
ing islands, growing ever larg er 
until navigation even by canoe 
is im possible. It sneaks up ir r i­ 
gation canals and clogs pumps. 
The Food and Agriculture Or­ 
ganization reported that along 
1,000 m iles of the Nile, the 
clogging plant extends down 30 
feet, consuming oxygen from the 
water so that fish cannot live. 
Many system s have been tried 
to cope with the water hyacinth, 
from mechanical to natural con­ 
tro ls. Louisiana uses costly cut­ 
ting m achines and many-bladed 
saw-boats. The Sudan is trying 
sprays. 


Documents, 189 
Years Apart, Similar 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
two documents w ere separated 
by the Atlantic Ocean, 189years 
of history, and broad changes in 
the attitudes of mankind but 
there was an ironic sim ilarity 
between them. 
In A frica's Rhodesia, a Brit­ 
ish colony, the white inhabitants 
Thursday declared their inde­ 
pendence cf the m other country, 
the first tim e that had happened 
since the Am erican colonies 
broke away in 1776. 
And 
the 
Rhodesian 
prim e 
m inister, ton Sm ith, read from 
a 
declaration that borrowed 
unashamedly from the A m eri­ 
can Declaration of Independ­ 
ence of July 4, 1776. 
The Am erican declaration had 


started off: "W hen in the course 
of human events, it becomes 
necessary for one peopletodis- 
solve the political bands which 
have connected them with an­ 
other. . ." 
The 
Rhodesian declaration 
began: "W hereas in the course 
of human afto irs history has 
shown that it may become nec­ 
essary for a people to resolve 
the political affiliations which 
have connected them with an­ 
other people. . ." 
Smith is a white racist. In the 
150,000 square miles of Rho- 
desia, which has been a self­ 
governing 
B ritish colony 43 
years, there a re 225,000 white 
people and 4 million Africans. 
TTie whites are boss, and 


keeping the Negroes down eco­ 
nom ically and politically, they 
want to remain boss. That was 
why, despite all British efforts 
to the contrary, they declared 
th e ir independence Thursday. 
When Thomas Jefferson wrote 
the American Declaration of 
Independence, which C ongress 
adopted, 
the 
overwhelming 
num ber of Negroes in this coun­ 
try w ere slaves. 
And, although Jefferson went 
on in the declaration to say all 
men are created equal, he was 
a slaveholder when he w rote it 
and when he died 50 years to the 
day after his declaration, his 
will 
freed only three of his 
slav es. 
And although A m ericans ev­ 
ery July 4 celebrate Independ­ 
ence Day, white suprem acists to 
this day still oppose equal tre a t­ 
ment for Negroes. 
Successive 
B ritish govern­ 
m ents had offered Rhodesia in- - 
dependence if the white ru le rs 
would give guarantees that po­ 
litical responsibility would then 
be shifted toirly swiftly to that 
black m ajority of 4 m illion. 
But the white suprem acists in 
Rhodesia refused. Smith argued 
it would take 15 to IOO y ears for 
Rhodesian Negroes to attain the 
educational and economic levels 
n ecessary for equality at the 
p olls. 


Now Rhodesia is one of a few 
islands of white suprem acy in a 
sea of new Negro-run nations on 
the African continent. 
The British prim e m inister, 
Harold Wilson, who tried to get 
the white Rhodesians to hold up 
on independence unless the Ne­ 
groes were guaranteed a full 
role, found him self from the 
sta rt in a bit of a fix. 
He had been pushed toward 
com prom ise by signs that a 
head-on clash with the white 
Rhodesians, who a re mostly of 
B ritish origin, would cause ser­ 
ious strains in B ritain. 
At the sam e tim e Asian and 
African leaders of nations which 
a re part of the B ritish Common­ 
wealth were demanding strong­ 
er action and he didn't want to 
offend them. 
So, while he has said Britain 
would not use force against 
Rhodesia if it declared inde- 
- pendence, Thursday he invoked 
a series of economic sanctions 
intended to force the new Rho­ 
desian government to its knees. 
And President Johnson, who 
has fought hard to push through 
Congress one civil rights bill 
after another to protect Ne­ 
groes' rights in this country, 
had prom ised Wilson he would 
back up Britain in economic 
actions against Rhodesia. 
Thursday the Johnson admin­ 


istration said it would take such

Council Gets 
Document 


VATICAN CITY 
AP — 
The 
Vatican Ecumenical Council re­ 
ceived 
today a drastically re­ 
vised modern world problems 
document that totally condemns 
modern war and denounces de­ 
terrent policies 
based on nu­ 
clear weapons. 
A number of American bish­ 
ops were reported deeply dis­ 
turbed 
at the wording of the 
new text, complaining privately 
that they felt it would weigh 
heavily against the U. S. gov­ 
ernment’s defense strategy. 
In the view of these bishops 
the Soviet government can much 
more easily ignore any council 
statement than Washington can. 
Other bishops, who had op­ 
posed an earlier version of the 
document, expressed satisfac­ 
tion with the rewording, which 
elim inates a statement that the 
possession of nuclear arms as a 
defensive deterrent is not ille­ 
gitimate.

ground, air and Navy offensives. The Vietnamese are show­ 
ing a dash and a will to win that’s inspiring. 
Last fall and early this year the South Vietnamese polio 
cal-military situation was sliding downhill. 
The slide has leveled off and things are just now beginning 
to turn up. 
But the next 12 months are crucial. 
To make the gains needed in the next year to prevent a 
morale drop in South Viet Nam will be a tight squeeze. 


U.S. MILITARY STRATEGISTS place high hopes in the 
repetitive blasting of the major Viet Cong secret bases with 
B-52s, followed by infantry sweeps. These bases serve as 
command, training, rest and supply centers of the Viet Cong. 
The U.S. theory is that sooner or later the V.C. will have 
to defend these bases (and hopefully be clobbered in the 
process) or lose their ability to mount sizable, effective main 
line forces in the field. 
But ifs estimated it will take six months to get this tactic 
really moving and another six months before it has an im 
portant impact. 
The B-52 raids on the secret bases look highly promising 
They upset Red timetables and do damage. But the real 
payoff will come when the raids are consistently followed 
immediately by heavy infantry sweeps that destroy all Red 
supplies, radio communications, food stores, arms caches. 


BUT THAT S JUST THE STARTER. Destroying one base 
or two bases or a half dozen will not be the clincher. It won’t 
even be enough to destroy every base in South Viet Nam— 
just once. The V.C. will just move back in and set up shop 
again or set up new bases elsewhere. The old bases and the 
new ones will have to be pounded again and again as soon 
as they are set up, so that the Communist mainline armies 
will have no place to organize, train, rest, recuperate and re­ 
form after battles—and no stable command headquarters or 
supply depots. 
But six months to get this secret base destruction tactic 
really moving and six months after that before it will have 
an important impact adds up to one conclusion. 
It means, at the best, that it may be a year before there 
is any major change in the situation in South Viet Nam.

So are hospitals, sch ools, 
airlin es and ships. 
One major restaurant school 
had 3,000 more job offers than it 
had graduates last year. 
The number of restaurants 
has been increasing. There are 
378,460 
com m ercial 
res­ 
taurants in the country, 6,170 
m ore than last year. The big­ 
gest gain has been in quick- 
ser v ic e facilities. 
At a recent frozen food show 
in New York, the em phasis was 
on institution-sizep ack ages,for 
restaurants and others.

were 
breaded 
and 
glazed ready.to.cook “ gourmet 
filets,** shrimp, scallop s, 10- 
pound bags of eggs, and pastry 
dough. 
“ The biggest obstacle in se ll­ 
ing frozen entres to the institu­ 
tional trade is the m atter ofthe 
ch ef's ego,** said a spokesman 
for a restaurant chain. 
He suggested that chefs who 
lik e to tend their own sauces 
might look more favorably on 
som ething that required partial 
preparation in their own kitch­ 
en s. 
But Davis V. Whitley of Chi.

Guns Take Toll 
Despair for Week 


SAIGON,

(AP) — UJS. air attacks on So­ 
viet-built m issile site s in North 
Viet Nam have been sharply 
stepped up, but the Reds* con­ 
ventional antiaircraft guns have 
taken the heaviest toll ofattack- 
ing American planes. 
Air Force and Navy fighter- 
bom bers 
have 
destroyed or 
damaged seven surface-to-air 
installations in the past week 
and IO since the beginning of the 
month. Only three SAM sites 
w ere hit between the end of July 
and November. 
Seven planes, including res­ 
cue aircraft, w ere lo st in at­ 
tacks on m issile installations 
last weekend, but only one was 
downed by a m issile. Tile others 
w ere hit by conventional ground 
fire. 
“ It's a risky business,** said a 
UJS. m ilitary spokesm an. “ The 
concentration of flak aim ed at 
our planes is as heavy a s, if not 
heavier than, any in World War 
II.** 
M issiles are one of the Com­ 
munists* most potentially dan­ 
gerous weapons, but their suc­ 
c e ss seem s to have been rela­ 
tively lim ited. Of tile more than 
140 planes lost since UJS.bomb­ 
ings of North Viet Nam began, 
only seven are known to have 
been shot down by m issile s. 
Much of the credit is due the 
Am erican pilots who have coped 
from the beginning with the 
m issile threat. They have devel­ 


oped tactics to m inim ize the 
danger from the SAMS. 
Pilots returning from raids 
against 
m issile installations 
have reported being fired on by 
the SAMs. But som e of the as­ 
saults have been carried out 
with great speed — one took 
only 90 seconds. P ilots say the 
Communists may not have had 
time to launch the com plex pro­ 
jectiles with any degree of accu­ 
racy. 
On the other hand, all the 
SAM installations are heavily 
protected by automatic weapons 
and antiaircraft guns which can 
produce withering fire in sec­ 
onds. 
All except two of the 13 sites 
hit so far were mobile installa­ 
tions. These can be erected and 
dismantled within a day. 
Informed sources have said 
that a s many a s 30 fixed SAM 
installations ring the cities of 
Hanoi and Haiphong. There are 
Indications that the number of 
portable facilities is much high­ 
er and that these are spread 
throughout much of the country. 
Despite dangers involved in 
strikes against m issile facili­ 
tie s, the United States has be­ 
gun a concerted campaign

“ These experiments indicate 
that what happens to a person 
very early in life influences 
greatly what happens to him 
later in life," explained Dr.

“ They probably would be small­ 
er, and the practical problems 
would be great." 
Drs. Snoek and Barrow told 
newsmen Thursday that their 
rats and rotifers, who had no 
choice but to cooperate, had 
lived up to twice as long as well­ 
fed rats and warm rotifers. And 
they reported, they lengthened 
certain stages of the creatures9 
lives, including the reproduc­ 
tive period and old age. 
“ We regard this as an impor­ 
tant finding because it means 
we may be able to do something 
biologically that will influence 
the period of old age," said Dr. 
Shock. 
Dr. Barrows said that feeding 
rats one-third less than normal 
amounts extended 
their 
life 


span by 50 per cent. 
The life of a rotifer was 
lengthened IOO per cent by ei­ 
ther cutting down on the food or 
by reducing the temperature of 
the water in which they live.

of Commons as the government 
sought emergency powers to re­ 
store Britain's authority over 
the breakaway, white-run colo­ 
ny in central Africa. 
Jones warned Britons inside 
and outside Rhodesia that ac­ 
tions furthering the aims of 
Smith’s regime would be trea­ 
sonable. 
The bill giving the British 
government massive powers of 
retaliation 
against Rhodesia 
sped toward adoption in the 
House. 
Quick passage was urged by 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson, 
who Thursday night accused 
Smith's regime of taking police 
state measures and assuming 
"the sickeningly familiar atti­ 
tudes of authoritarian rule." 
Jones introduced the bill ask­ 
ing for these special powers: 


—An order invalidating any 
laws passed or business trans­ 
acted by Rhodesian Prime Min­ 
ister Ian Smith's regime after 
its unilateral declaration of in­ 
dependence Thursday: 
—Authority for the British 
government to exercise execu­ 
tive control and to make laws 
in Rhodesia; 


—An amendment to British 
legislation to make it easier fbr 
'loyal Rhodesian citizens" to 
obtain citizenship of the United 
Kingdom and the colonies; 
—■An order enabling the Brit­ 
ish immigration authorities to 
confiscate passport documents 
Issued or renewed by the Rho­ 
desian regime. 
Jones pointed out that other 
actions by Britain—such as the 
ban on import of Rhodesian to­ 
bacco and sugar—had already 
been carried out under existing 
statutory powers. 
The bill proclaimed that the 
Rhodesian government's decla­ 
ration of independence and all 
acts that flowed from it were il­ 
legal. 
Wilson dismissed Smith and 
his government of white settlers 
immediately after the Rhodesi­ 
an leader, 46, declared the cen­ 
tral African colony independent 
from Britain. But the dismissal 
was a formality designed to al­ 
low Britain to intervene in case 
of internal strlfeand to forestall 
African nationalists from form­ 
ing a Rhodesian government in 
exile. 
Wilson called the breakaway 
a 
"rebellion 
against 
the 
crown." 
"The world has taken a step 
backward today," he said in a 
10-minute radio-television ad­ 
dress to his people. "It is our 
task to take measures to bring 
the people of Rhodesia back 
from the dangerous path they 
have taken, back to mutual 
trust and racial cooperation." 
Britain cut off all aid to Rho­ 
desia, expelled it from the ster* 
ling area and banned it from 
selling its tobacco in Britain. In 
the past, Britain has bought 
more than half of Rhodesia's 
$112-million annual crop. 
Wilson apparently hopes the 
sanctions will cut enough into 
the prosperity of Rhodesia's 
225,000 whites to cause 
the 
majority of them to disown 
Smith's government. 
The 117-nation U.N. General 
Assembly voted 107-2 in New 
York to condemn 8mith's inde­ 
pendence declaration.

Eisenhower, vacationing at 
his cottage on the Augusta Na­ 
tional Golf Club course, suf­ 
fered chest pains Monday night 
and was taken to the nearby Ft. 
Gordon Army Hospital. 
The finding was that he suf­ 
fered from a shortage of blood 
supply to heart muscles, pro­ 
ducing angina pectoris or heart 
pain. 
Today Capt. Wallace Hitch­ 
cock, the fort's information offi­ 
cer, reported that further elec­ 
trocardiogram tests had re­ 
vealed Eisenhower suffered a 
genuine heart attack. 
The statement said, however, 
that the one-time leader of the 
nation in war and peace had 
spent a restful night, has had 
no further chest pains and was 
"in excellent spirits this morn­ 
ing."

THE DRAFT SHOULD BE ON A FAIR FOOTING 
The frustrating, vital half-war in Vietnam 
makes the need for a well-trained, efficient 
U.S. military establishment more obvious than 
ever. And yet the way we select our soldiers 
to fight such wars could scarcely be more 
unfair than it is today. 
In the recent past, fewer than 50 per cent 
of those who reached draft age were ever 
called to duty. If present trends continue, 
almost two out of every three men will escape 
Service in the future. This is not the fault of 
the nation’s 4,000 draft boards, who do a 
conscientious job of supplying as many bodies 
as the services ask for. The injustice stems 
from the fact that, even with the Vietnam 
crisis, the military requires only some 500,000 
new men each year. But in 1966, with the 
record post-war baby crop reaching draft age, 
some two million boys will turn 18. 
Those who escape, by and large, are those 
with the means to continue their education 
until they reach the “ safe** age of 26, or 
until they become fathers, or who one way or 
another are declared physically, mentally or 
morally unfit. As for those who get called, in 
the words of one manpower expert, they “view 
it as an imposition, an annoyance, or a stroke 
of bad luck that they were caught while so 
many others escaped.** 
For the youngsters involved, this adds up to 
a very demoralizing situation, but from the 
armed services* point of view, it is very con­ 
venient. Some 400,000 men a year -- many 
prompted by the threat of the draft—enlist. The 
remaining 100,000 needed to fill the annual 
quotas can be culled from the pick of the non­ 
college crop, leaving out all the troublesome 
delinquents, the slow learners and those with 
trivial physical defects. 
To their credit, many policymakers within 
the Pentagon recognize that such a policy is 
both unwise and unjust. Certainly the notion 
that only suckers serve does no good for the 
morale of those in uniform, and uncertainty 
over their post-college futures has an unsettling 
effect on men who are given educational de­ 
ferments. 
One oft-proposed solution' is to end the draft 
altogether, on the theory that the specialized 
needs of modern warfare require professional 
career men. The proposal would require an 
annual military pay increase, according to de­ 
fense estimates, in excess of $10 billion to at­ 
tract enough volunteers, and even then it would 
not answer the manpower needs of a major 
crisis. 
Moreover, in a century of recurring crises, 
there is something naggingly wrong with the 
idea of paying a professional cadre to take 
care of the sacrifices which all should share. 
General Lewis B. Hershey, *or 25 years the 
redoubtable head of the Selective Service System, 
has long advocated shifting the draft to a true 
Universal Military Training System. Last year 
Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara pro­ 
posed an experimental start to such a plan 
whereby a limited number of boys who are 
now rejected and classified 1-Y because of 
educational or minor physical shortcomings 
would be given specialized training to enable 
them to qualify for military service. 
The idea never got out of congressional com­ 
mittee, reflecting the Congress* longstanding 
fear of the draft issue. Actually, as a recent 
nationwide Gallup poll shows clearly, the elec­ 
torate Is thoroughly aware of the unfairness 


of the present draft setup, and thoroughly in 
favor of reform along the lines of universal 
training. 
Eighty-three per cent of those questioned 
favored some form of compulsory duty for 
those who now are rejected for failing their 
educational test. Forty-eight per cent said 
18 was the best age for induction, another twenty 
per cent suggested age 19 or 20. 
The two answers point the way to the basic 
reform the draft law needs: universal military 
training at the earliest possible age. The 
problem stems from the fundamental split 
between the two types who now escape call— 
those who go on to college and beyond, and 
those who flunk the physical or mental tests. 
If it became an established principle that 
everyone except the seriously handicapped faced 
automatic induction immediately on reaching age 
18, most of the current injustice in the present 
system would disappear. Those now being called 
would continue to serve out their two compulsory 
years. College-bound youths (some 600,000 
next year) could be given the option of a straight 
two-year tour, or one year’s active duty fol­ 
lowed by four years of reserve training under 
R.O.T.C. auspices when they go back to school. 
As for the 1-Ys and 4-Fs whose handicaps 
are minor, a large number of the young men 
in these categories are children of poverty 
who could benefit greatly from the health fa­ 
cilities, the training, even the solid food the 
Army can so readily supply. General Hershey, 
who wants to put sweeping reforms into effect 
immediately, proposes that each of the services 
set up a two-year compulsory rehabilitation 
program for the youngsters, with the goal of 
“developing the whole man.” 
To do this, of course, would require a funda­ 
mental reshaping and upgrading of the services* 
traditional concept of training. At present, the 
Office of Economic Opportunity’s Job Corps is 
trying to provide such training and facilities on 
a voluntary civilian basis, but with an ap­ 
propriation of $280 million and a skeleton staff, 
OEO is at present only able to serve a fraction 
of the one million unemployed youths who need 
such help. 
An overall plan for 1-Ys and 4-Fs could 
ultimately encompass as many as 500,000 boys 
per year and cost as much as an annual $1.5 
billion to operate. That is an expensive program, 
but weighed against its potential for curbing 
delinquency and unemployment, plus the fact 
that a good number of these trainees may 
well re-enlist in the regular Army, it would be 
a bargain. 
A draft that ended deferments and needless 
rejections would put military training on a just 
basis that would minimize the uncertainty and 
bUrden for everyone; it would provide a com­ 
prehensive training program for the disad­ 
vantaged; it would give the Armed Forces an 
expanded opportunity for improving the quality 
of its permanent personnel. 
It would do something perhaps even more 
important; it would encourage a pride in self 
and a loyalty to the nation that the present 
unjust and compromised system too often under­ 
mines.

Today there are some 200 
nature centers in the United 
States and Canada, both publicly 
and 
privately 
administered. 
Some 
of the best ones have 
conservation 
demonstration 
areas, astronomical observa­ 
tories, 
model 
farms 
and 
gardens, 
weather stations and 
scientific libraries and other 
education aids. Others 
are 
simply a 
pleasant preserve 
where the 
typical flora and 
fauna 
of the 
locality can be 
seen. 
But 
these centers make only 
a small dent in 
the needs of 
a population of 200 million. It 
is hoped there will be 1,000 of 
them by 1985 and twice 
that 
number by the year 2000. 
Through its Nature 
Centers 
Division, the society is work­ 
ing throughout the nation to 
sell the concept of these “ green 
islands” and to provide techni­ 
cal assistance to local groups 
and agencies wishing to estab­ 
lish one for their communities.

nomist at Kharkov University, 
is being hailed throughout the 
Soviet Union for a great eco­ 
nomic 
discovery. 
His “ d is­ 
covery*' is the law of supply 
and demand. Thus Liberman 
takes his place in the annals 
of Russian scientific achieve­ 
ment, alongside those Russians 
who Invented the electric light- 
bulb, airplane, and everything 
of Importance, including

atom bomb. 
Despite the Kremlin's rash 
claim s for Soviet science, how­ 
ever, Liberman's “ invention” 
may be of great significance to 
all the world. He has discov­ 
ered that, because of bureau­ 
cratic red tape, the Russians 
aren't able to get the things they 
want and need. More important, 
he places the blame on unreal­ 
istic theory which cuts produc­ 
tion by smothering initiative.

Don’t tell me she’s your nurse. 
What does she do between Hal­ 
loweens?" 
“ Yeah, before I got this job as 
intern I used to be a veterinari­ 
an in Yugoslavia. But when you 
come to a new country you got 
to earn a living any way you 
can.” 
“ Excuse me, sir. I'm one of 
the hospital trustees. We are 
trying to increase our founda­ 
tion fund, and I wondered if you 
would care to contribute— ** 
“ Hey, Joe, the boss told me to 
ask you if the doc found any­ 
thing to remove except swivel 
chair splinters.” 
“ Well, well, well. We certain­ 
ly do feel much better this aft­ 
ernoon, don’t we? Well, well, 
weU.” 


WASHINGTON - Olin Mathie- 
son, one of the first aluminum 
companies to raise prices 
in 
opposition to the government, 
also owes a great deal to the 
government. Like the Harvey 
family, Olin Mathieson 
has 
benefited from government con­ 
tracts. 
But, 
unlike the 
Harvey 
Aluminum dynasty, the 
Olin 
family was not born in Russia, 
and it has not played both sides 
of the political fence. 
The Olins are products 
of 
the corn belt, born in southern 
Illinois, and they are dyed-in- 
the-wool Republicans. 
They’d 
rather be caught dead than be 
accused of doing anything for a 
Democratic administration 
in 
Washington. Spencer T. Olin is 
chairman of the Republican Na­ 
tional Finance Committee, and 
in 1962 contributed $34,600 to 
the GOP campaign chest. Other 
Olin Mathieson executives and 
members of the ftimily brought 
the total up to a whopping $100,- 
750. 
Like the Harveys, however, 
Olin Mathieson has received 
helpful 
government contracts, 
and in 1962 was awarded 
a 
$15,675,000 contract to manu­ 
facture the M-14 rifle at a cost 
of $105 per rifle. 
Two 
competing companies, 
Harrington 
Richardson and 
Thompson 
Ramo Wooldridge, 
bid $97 and $80 respectively, 
but despite this, Olin Mathieson 
got a sizable part of the M-14 
business. 
The Olins, also like the Har­ 
veys, have been in trouble with 
the government, over the ques­ 
tion of feulty shells supplied 
the armed forces in wartime. 
And they have also had other 
problems with Uncle Sam. 
During the war, ten mem­ 
bers of the U. S. Cartridge 
Company in St. Louis, a sub­ 
sidiary of Olin Industries, were 
indicted for conspiracy to pass 
defective shells, making false 
statements and violating 
the 
sabotage act. They were found 
not guilty. 
A second indictment against 
U. S. Cartridge dragged on for 
seven years, and in 1950 was 
dropped by the government. The 


government brought a civil suit 
for 
$214,000 
to 
recover 
damages. 
OVERCHARGING THE 
ARMY 
More recently, during 
the 
Elsenhower 
administration, 
Olin 
Mathieson 
had 
more 
trouble with the government 
over 
powder 
for cartridges. 
The company was accused of 
soaking the taxpayers for over 
$1 million in excess 
profits 
in selling cartridge powder to 
the Army. 
The accusation was made by 
the General Accounting Office, 
which has the duty of auditing 
the books of defense contrac­ 
tors. At that time, the GAO was 
administered by an Elsenhower 
appointee, 
Joseph Campbell. 
His office also accused 
the 
Army of fixing up its contract 
requirements so that only one 
company — namely Olin Mathie­ 
son - 
could 
qualify 
for the 
cartridge powder contract. GAO 
named Lt. Gen. Emerson 
L . 
Cummings, an Army chief 
of 
ordnance, as writing the direc­ 
tive 
which 
resulted 
in 
the 
whopping 
overcharge of $1 
million. 
“ The chief of ordnance di­ 
rected that all military small 
arm s should eventually 
be 
loaded 
with 
ball • type pro­ 
pellant powder, which was de­ 
veloped by and is produced only 
by Olin Mathieson Chemical 
Corporation,” says the GAO 
report. 
Since there were no other bid­ 
ders, Olin Mathieson 
was 
awarded a negotiated contract 
that resulted in huge profits. 
Previously 
the government 
had produced sim ilar powder 
at about 90 cents a pound. But 
after the Army had negotiated 
a 
new 
contract with 
Olin 
Mathieson, the powder cost al­ 
most doubled, soaring to $1.72 
a pound. The Army also toiled 
to “ request a review of Olin 
Mathieson’s costs,” 
the Gen­ 
eral Accounting Office charged. 
“ Furthermore, even after ex­ 
cessive prices were disclosed 
by the Army audit agency, con­ 
tracting officials did not take 
timely action to obtain a lower 
price from Olin Mathieson. 
“ Olin 
Mathieson 
earned 


^ o fits amounting to about 162 
per cent of the cost of powder 
sold to Remington Arms during 
the period December 1958 to 
January 
1962,” 
the GAO 
charged. “ When the excessive 
prices were eventually 
dis­ 
closed by an Army audit agency 
review, Olin Mathieson and the 
Army negotiated a significant­ 
ly lower price for future 
de­ 
livery.” 
KICKBACKS 
IN VIET 
NAM 
Olin Mathieson was Indicted 
in New York, March, 1963, on 
24 counts, one 
on conspiring 
with its vice president in Hong 
Kong and the Philipp Bauer 
Corp. to give “ side payments 
and kickbacks” to South Viet­ 
namese 
and 
Cambodian im­ 
porters in connection with UJ5. 
drugs Imported into those coun­ 
tries under the U. S. aid pro­ 
gram. 
In May, 1965, Herbert Wolf, 
former Olin Mathieson 
vice 
president, pleaded guilty to one 
count and received a two-year 
suspended sentence plus fine, 
d in Mathieson also pleaded 
guilty to three counts. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Tom Dodd, 
D-Conn., champion of 
the 
legislation to register and reg­ 
ulate firearm s, introduced 
a 
special bill to benefit the Win­ 
chester Arms Co., subsidiary 
of d in Mathieson. His 
bill 
eliminated certain sections of 
the Firearm s Act whereby those 
convicted of crim es were pro­ 
hibited from shipping or manu­ 
facturing arm s. d>viously this 
bill was intended to bail 
out 
Winchester and its parent com­ 
pany because d in Mathieson 
had pleaded guilty to making 
kickbacks in Southeast Asia. 
This is the company which 
last 
week bit the government 
hand that has fed it by re­ 
fusing to keep the price 
of 
aluminum down during a period 
when aluminum profits are at 
an all-tim e high and when, ac­ 
cording to Sen. Stuart Syming­ 
ton, D-Mo., the aluminum in­ 
dustry has increased prices 
five tim es in five years. More

New Open War On Organized

The “ sitzkrieg” season

over. The war on the mobs is 
on again. 
The 
manicured 
mobsters 
would have been fascinated had 
they been in the office of In­ 
ternal Revenue Service Com- ‘ 
m issioner Sheldon Cohen during 
the afternoon of Oct. 29. They 
would have heard Attorney Gen­ 
eral 
“ N i c k" 
Katzenbach 
breathe fire into 
the govern­ 
ment's specialists, at 
the 
moment rather discouraged by 
the attack on them by a Senate 
committee. 
In front of Nick Katzenbach 
that afternoon were 
40 key 
IRS intelligence men. Some of 
them were the wire tap ex­ 
perts who had been assaulted 
by Sen. Long and the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Administrative 
Practices because they 
had 
put the bug on some tough sus­ 
pects. 
Don't be Intimidated, 
as­ 
serted Katzenbach, by the Long 
committee investigation. Keep 
after the mob. There are many 
legal ways to do it. More than 
60 per cent of Justice Dept, 
prosecutions are based 
on 
IRS intelligence operations. You 
people can play an enormous 
role in this battle. You 
con­ 
tinue fighting. You did not make 
the reputation you have by being 
timid. 
It's the kind of talk the In­ 
telligence Unit needed. They 
had not been sulking. But neither 
did 
they do handsprings down 
Pennsylvania 
Ave. after being 
described and talked to 
as 
federal lepers because they had 
wire 
tapped 
chiselers 
and 
m obsters. 
Intelligence work is not all 
television • type 
romance. It 
does little for a career in gov­ 
ernment. It stakes out its men 
in dank cellars and holes them 
into eerie lofts. It keeps them 
glued to listening gadgets deep 
into the night and no one gives 
them union scale or double time 
for overtime. Nothing for over­ 
tim e, for that matter. 
But these federal tax experts 
are the shock troops of the war 
on organized 
crim e 
and 
racketeering. Having bolstered 
their morale with his off-the- 
record talk, Katzenbach 
re­ 
turned to his headquarters to 
plan for a skull session with 
his own organized crim e unit. 


He’ll call in the unit’s 50 
lawyers on or about Nov. 17 
to 
coordinate 
the operation. 
These conferences could not 
have come sooner. The staff 
had to be reformed after Bob 
Kennedy left and much of his 
staff trooped out after him. 
Basically it's a war against 
gambling and narcotics. But 
from these multi-billion dollar 
rackets come the cash for the 
invasion of small b u sin esses,, 
Sake bankruptcies, fire-for-hire 
squads, huge real estate deals

Choke off the cash, you choke 
off the rackets.

off the organized 
rackets and you strangle

— to back them up. 
Thus they set up phantom 
unions, mulct million dollar 
pension and welfare funds and 
sell protection to all sides. 
No one in the Justice Dept, 
is tipping Katzenbach's hand. 
But there are clues to the action 
which will close in on

diversifying mobs. 
Watch it spread through the 
big cities. In New York 
the 
crusading 
U. S . Attorney, At­ 
torney, Robert Morgenthau and 
his 
energetic, 
fast- moving 
rackets chief, Harold Baer, Jr., 
will hit the dummy unions. 
They’re still looking for the 
missing Joe Bonanno (Bananas), 
the millionaire mobster 
who 
has vast chunks of Southwest 
real estate, garment factories, 
m otels, laundry services, dairy 
products operations in Colorado 
and Wisconsin,andan immodest 
home in the sunshine of Arizona. 
Bananas, now missing for more 
than a year, is believed by the 
FBI's string of informants to 
be alive. 
In Chicago the Justice Dept, 
is going for the jugular. It has 
gotten grand jury immunity for 
the boss, 8am Giancana, and he 
has been in prison since June 
1st for refusing to answer ques­ 
tions. And it appears that he’ll 
stay for quite a while. 
There you have the new tech­ 
nique — heaving them into jail 
and throwing away the key. 
Four other Cosa Nostra bons 
vivants are not living it up so 
good any more. They’re from 
the East and have been serving 
prison term s tor “ pulling 
a 
Giancana.” 
Thus the government 
can 
lock up hundreds of top mob­ 
sters if they don't talk. It saves 
the high cost of trials. 
It's 
legal. The law is the 
law. And it’s not on their side 
anymore.

In the last three 
games, replacing the Injured 
Irvin Whitehead of Charleston, 
has completed 34 of 88 passes 
for 443 yards and has a net 
rushing yardage of 19 yards In 
49 carries to lead the Indians 
In total offense with 462 yards. 
He has teamed with senior 
Mike Kelley of Hatyi, one of 
the best ends in the conference, 
to pose a much more formidable 
forward passing attack than at 
any other time In the season. 
The aggressive 
Kelley has 
snared 24 passes for 249 yards 
and one touchdown. 
Senior fullback John Glass of 
East Prairie, the Indians' most 
relled-on ground gainer has 
netted 299 yards In 98 carries 
and Is responsible for over one- 
third of the Indians' net rush­ 
ing (872 yards).

Sugar Ray 
Throws 
In Gloves 


NEW YORK (AP) — Sugar 
Ray 
Robinson 
finally 
has 
decided to hang up the gloves at 
the age of 45 after 199 fights in a 
brilliant career that Is sure to 
lead to boxing's Hall of Fame. 
The fierce pride of a man who 
has been acclaimed the best 
fighter pound-for-pound in re­ 
cent ring history kept him going 
long after his contemporaries 
had quit. It took a decisive beat­ 
ing 
by 
young Joey Archer 
Wednesday night in Pittsburgh 
to end Ray's dreams of another 
championship fight. 
“ I hoped to fight for the 
championship again," Robinson 
said Thursday afternoon in his 
Pittsburgh hotel room before 
leaving for his New York home. 
Robinson was stretched out lazi­ 
ly in bed, his head propped on a 
pillow, his face bearing marks 
from A rcher's stinging left jab. 
"If I had beaten A rcher, I'd 
have had a chance," Robinson 
said. Then he added wistfully, 
"But I didn't win. It's too late to 
go on another long campaign for 
another chance." 
Was there a chance that Ray 
might change his mind, as he 
had done in 1954 after retiring In 
1952? 
"I don't think there is any 
chance," said the form er welter 
and 
five-time 
middleweight 
‘ champion of the world. 
"With all due respect to Arch­ 
e r, he's not a puncher," said 
Ray. "He punched me when I 
was 
off balance and I got 
knocked down. Somebody was 
talking about a return match 
but I didn't say anything." 
The record books say Robin­ 
son is 45 but he claims he is 
only 44. No matter now. He has 
had 199 fights since he turned 
pro In 1940, back in the days 
when men like Lew Jenkins, 
Fritzle Zivic, Joe Louis and Bil­ 
ly Conn ruled the roost. He won 
173, lost 19, and had 6 draws 
and one no-decision contest. 
Joey Maxim was the only 
man to stop him and that was 
due to a case of exhaustion in 
the 106-degree heat at Yankee 
Stadium June 25, 1952. Sugar 
Ray had stopped 109 opponents. 
In two more years he will be 
eligible for the Hall of Fame. 
"I'm going to build houses," 
Robinson said. "The Sugar Ray 
Construction Co. Is being organ­ 
ized. We'll do slum clearance 
and build houses for the people 
who need them. 
"Then I'm going to make a 
movie with Rod Taylor in Cali­ 
fornia in January and another 
in Barcelona, Spain, with Brod­ 
erick Crawford, a war picture. 
I'm going to get back into show 
business." 
Show biz always has been 
Robinson's real love. When he 
quit in 1952 he became a song- 
and-dance man, touring Europe. 
But there never was the kind of 
money that he could get In the 
ring where his earnings ap­ 
proached the $4-million mark. 
George Gainford, the man 
who has been with him during 
most of those 26 long years, 
nodded his head when he heard 
that Ray has made up his mind 
to quit.

Highway Signs 
May Soon Talk 


WASHINGTON AP — One of 
these days, highway signs may 
talk to drivers, instead of Just 
advising them via the printed 
word. 
Findings are due next year 
from studies at Georgia Tech on 
the value of traffic messages 
presented by radio. The Ford- 
Philco people have developed a 
way to deliver them. 
These new wrinkles were dis­ 
cussed in an interview by Bur­ 
ton Stevens, a psychologist with 
the 
U.S. 
Roads. 
"No one 
messages 
even sure

is sure what those 
should contain, nor 
whether it is a good 
idea/' Stevens said. "One ques­ 
tion is how many times to 
present the message, how far 
ahead of an intersection forex- 
ample.” 
There are transmission prob­ 
lems. Messages aresentfroma 
transmitter by the side of the 
road, and picked up by the pass­ 
ing driver with special receiv­ 
ing equipment inside the car or 
truck. They could come in on a 
beam to which the car radio 
could be set. Conceivably the 
messages could be broadcast 
loudly from the roadside. But 
what if the radio was not turned 
on? Or the car windows wert 
rolled up and the driver couldn't 
hear 
what was being loud- 
speakered? 
R may come as a surprise to 
some that the Bureau of Public 
Roads has psychologists work- 
mg for it. But they've been 


there 
from 
the behavioral 
sciences for almost six years, 
working with a great variety of 
problems created by drivers, 
vehicles and highways. 
"For one thing, we're study­ 
ing the limitations and capa­ 
bilities of the driver/' Stevens 
said. 
For example, there is a lot of 
controversy over how much sign 
information a driver can absorb 
and act on when he comes to a 
big traffic interchange. 
People differ in their skills, 
naturally, even in their ability 
to read. Some drivers may be 
sleepy, or under the influence 
of alcohol. 
"We hope to develop a system 
that can be used efficiently by a 
variety of people with a wide 
variety of conditions/' Stevens 
said. 
"Our approach is not restric­ 
tive. We have not attempted to 
suggest stricter licensing. We 
recognize the importance of 
transportation in economic and 
social life.” 
One of the most popular de­ 
velopments in recent years has 
been the "yield” sign, often in 
place of a stop sign, where a 
less-busy road enters a main 
highway. 
"These yield signs let people 
make an evaluation for them­ 
selves: should they pull into the 
highway, or wait a while? They 
recognize the decision is theirs 
and I suspect they normally 
face up to the situation,” Ste­ 
vens said.

ROME (AP) — Man’s love for 
a pretty flower has given three 
continents a multi million-dollar 
headache. It is rapidly getting 
worse with no real cure in sight. 
The problem is the water hya­ 
cinth, which a garden lover 
transplanted from its native 
South America to his pool in 
Lousiana. Then it was taken 
just as innocently to South Afri­ 
ca, expanded into the Congo and 
somehow, between 1956 and 
1958, reached the Sudanese por­ 
tion of the Nile. 
It has become such a ruinous, 
river-clogging 
menace 
that 
Louisiana and Florida have to 
finance costly eradiction cam­ 
paigns. 
More than $1.7 million a year 
is being spent along the Nile 
alone to keep the fiist-spreading 
plant from breaking through 
control points in the Sudan and 
infesting Egypt’s lower Nile. It 
has also started choking fish 
ponds in East Pakistan. 
Representatives of 18 African 
nations have appealed to the 
U.N. Food and Agriculture Or­ 


ganization to help fight the flow­ 
er. 
The water hyacinth looks like 
a gardener’s joy with 104nch 
spikes of blue-mauve or pale 
lilac delicately held above sway­ 
ing rosettes of big, green, 
rounded leaves. 


But it spreads so fast from 
drifting seed and spreading ten­ 
drils that no pool can hold it. 
First it chokes off the land­ 
ings. Then it breaks into float­ 
ing islands, growing ever larger 
until navigation even by canoe 
is impossible. It sneaks up irri­ 
gation canals and clogs pumps. 
The Food and Agriculture Or­ 
ganization reported that along 
1,000 miles of the Nile, the 
clogging plant extends down 30 
feet, consuming oxygen from the 
water so that fish cannot live- 
Many systems have been tried 
to cope with the water hyacinth, 
from mechanical to natural con­ 
trols. Louisiana uses costly cut­ 
ting machines and many-bladed 
saw-boats. The Sudan is trying 
sprays.

Documents, 189 
Years Apart, Similar 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
two documents were separated 
by the Atlantic Ocean, 189 years 
of history, and broad changes in 
the attitudes of mankind but 
there was an ironic similarity 
between them. 
In Africa’s Rhodesia, a Brit­ 
ish colony, the white inhabitants 
Thursday declared their inde­ 
pendence cf the mother country, 
the first time that had happened 
since the American colonies 
broke away in 1776. 
■ And the Rhodesian prime 
minister, Ian Smith, read from 
a declaration that borrowed 
unashamedly from the Ameri­ 
can Declaration of Independ­ 
ence of July 4, 1776. 
The A merican declaration had 


started off: “When in the course 
of human events, it becomes 
necessary for one people to dis­ 
solve the political bands which 
have connected them with an­ 
other. . 
The 
Rhodesian declaration 
began: “ Whereas in the course 
of human affairs history has 
shown that it may become nec­ 
essary for a people to resolve 
the political affiliations which 
have connected them with an­ 
other people. . .” 
Smith is a white racist. In the 
150,000 square miles of Rho­ 
desia, which has been a self- 
governing British colony 43 
years, there are 225,000 white 
people and 4 million Africans. 
The whites are boss, and 


keeping the Negroes down eco­ 
nomically and politically, they 
want to remain boss. That was 
why, despite all British efforts 
to the contrary, they declared 
their independence Thursday. 
When Thomas Jefferson wrote 
the American Declaration of 
Independence, which Congress 
adopted, 
the 
overwhelming 
number of Negroes in this coun­ 
try were slaves. 
And, although Jefferson went 
on in the declaration to say all 
men are created equal, he was 
a slaveholder when he wrote it 
and when he died 50 years to the 
day after his declaration, his 
will freed only three of his 
slaves. 
And although Americans ev­ 
ery July 4 celebrate Independ­ 
ence Day, white supremacists to 
this day still oppose equal treat­ 
ment for Negroes. 
Successive British govern­ 
ments had offered Rhodesia in-. 
dependence if the white rulers 
would give guarantees that po­ 
litical responsibility would then 
be shifted fliirly swiftly to that 
black majority of 4 million. 
But the white supremacists in 
Rhodesia refused. Smith argued 
it would take 15 to 100 years for 
Rhodesian Negroes to attain the 
educational and economic levels 
necessary for equality at the 
polls. 


Now Rhodesia is one of a few 
islands of white supremacy in a 
sea of new Negro-run nations on 
the African continent. 
The British prime minister, 
Harold Wilson, who tried to get 
the white Rhodesians to hold up 
on independence unless the Ne­ 
groes were guaranteed a full 
role, found himself from the 
start in a bit of a fix. 
He had been pushed toward 
compromise by signs that a 
head-on clash with the white 
Rhodesians, who are mostly of 
British origin, would cause ser- - 
ious strains in Britain. 
At the same time Asian and 
African leaders of nations which 
are part of the British Common­ 
wealth were demanding strong­ 
er action and he didn’t want to 
offend them. 
So, while he has said Britain 
would not use force against 
Rhodesia if it declared inde- 
- pendence, Thursday he invoked 
a series of economic sanctions 
intended to force the new Rho­ 
desian government to its knees. 
And President Johnson, who 
has fought hard to push through 
Congress one civil rights bill 
after another to protect Ne­ 
groes* rights in this country, 
had promised Wilson he would 
back up Britain in economic 
actions against Rhodesia. 
Thursday the Johnson admin­ 


istration said it would take such 
actions 
but 
they 
may not 
amount to much since this coun­ 
try’s economic dealings with 
Rhodesia are minor. 
Thursday, prodded by the Af­ 
ricans, the 117-national General 
Assembly of the United Nations 
voted 107 to 2 to condemn Rho­ 
desia and ask Britain to move 
fast to quell the rebellion.South 
Africa and Portugal voted no. 
France abstained. 
But even sanctions against 
Rhodesia may badly hurt two of 
its Negro nation neighbors, Ma­ 
lawi and Zambia, which had 
argued against sanctions be­ 
cause both of them depend on 
Rhodesia for electricity and 
railway transit to the sea.

Edward V. 
Long 
(D-Mo.) 
said he is "delighted” that 
President Johnson signed a bill 
to eliminate the red tape forced 
on lawyers who want to rep­ 
resent citizens before Federal 
regulatory agencies.” 
President Johnson signed the 
bill at his ranch near John­ 
son City, Texas.

cos 3,015,271 votes to Macapa- 
gal's 2,401,176. 
Fernando Lopez, running for 
vice president with Marcos, led 
Gerardo Roxas, son of a former 
president, by 114,376 votes—2,- 
770,099 to 2,655,723. 
In official returns from less 
than half of the country’s 45,234 
precincts, Marcos was leading 
by 340,277 votes. The official 
tally from 28,110 precincts was 
Marcos 2,299,306, Macapagal 
1,959,029. 
Marcos, 48, a war hero from 
the Nacionalista party, was con­ 
fident of victory. He said he 
could lose only through "mas­ 
sive and unthinkable fraud." 
But Macapagal, 55, considers 
the election still undecided and 
won’t concede until official re­ 
turns are completed, a source 
close to theLlberal party presi­ 
dent said. 
The president's press office 
said returns from pro-Macapa- 
gal precints on the islands of 
Luzon and Mindanao will put 
him ahead in the official tally. 
Early returns from Mindanao 
showed Marcos running strong­ 
ly in urban areas. Macapagal 
claims strength in the country- 
. side. 
Marcos told newsmen that as 
the Philippines* sixth president 
he would send troops to Viet 
Nam If he considered it neces­ 
sary. 
If elected, the Nationalista 
leader would begin his term 
Jan. 1 feeing a Liberal-dominat­ 
ed 104-member House of Repre­ 
sentatives and at best a precar­ 
iously balanced 24-member Sen­ 
ate.

VATICAN CITY 
AP — The 
Vatican Ecumenical Council re­ 
ceived today a drastically re­ 
vised modern world problems 
document that totally condemns 
modern war and denounces de­ 
terrent policies 
based on nu­ 
clear weapons. 
A number of American bish­ 
ops were reported deeply dis­ 
turbed 
at the wording of the 
new text, complaining privately 
that they felt it would weigh 
heavily against the U. S. gov­ 
ernment’s defense strategy. 
In the view of these bishops 
the Soviet government can much 
more easily ignore any council 
statement than Washington can. 
Other bishops, who had op­ 
posed an earlier version of the 
document, expressed satisfac­ 
tion with the rewording, which 
eliminates a statement that the 
possession of nuclear arms as a 
defensive deterrent is not ille­ 
gitimate. 
The reference accepting a nu­ 
clear deterrent had been put in 
the document at the urging of 
American bishops. Its passage

drastic rewriting.

U.S. Races Against Time 
To Sustain Viet Morale

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The United States is racing against time in South Viet 
Nam. 
Unless the big influx of U.S. troops, weapons, airplanes 
and helicopters—and the round-the-clock U.S. raids—bring 
some clear improvement in the situation of the people within 
a year, the morale of the South Vietnamese government, the 
South Vietnamese army and many Vietnamese people will 
begin to sag. 
There may even be some problems in U.S.-Vietnamese re­ 
lations. 
This is the personal opinion of some U.S. military, econom­ 
ic and political observers just back from the war. 


MORALE IS HIGH NOW. The Vietnamese army has taken 
on a new spirit as a result of the optimism (and hope) 
brought by the landing of the U.S. Army forces and by U.S. 
ground, air and Navy offensives. The Vietnamese are show­ 
ing a dash and a will to win that’s inspiring. 
Last fall and early this year the South Vietnamese politi 
cal-military situation was sliding downhill. 
The slide has leveled off and things are just now beginning 
to turn up. 
But the next 12 months are crucial. 
To make the gains needed in the next year to prevent a 
morale drop in South Viet Nam will be a tight squeeze. 


U.S. MILITARY STRATEGISTS place high hopes in the 
repetitive blasting of the major Viet Cong secret bases with 
B-52s, followed by infantry sweeps. These bases serve as 
command, training, rest and supply centers of the Viet Cong. 
The U.S. theory is that sooner or later the V.C. will have 
to defend these bases (and hopefully be clobbered in the 
process) or lose their ability to mount sizable, effective main­ 
line forces in the field. 
But it’s estimated it will take six months to get this tactic 
really moving and another six months before it has an im­ 
portant impact. 
The B-52 raids on the secret bases look highly promising 
They upset Red timetables and do damage. But the real 
payoff will come when the raids are consistently followed 
immediately by heavy infantry sweeps that destroy all Red 
supplies, radio communications, food stores, arms caches. 


BUT THAT’S JUST THE STARTER. Destroying one base 
or two bases or a half dozen will not be the clincher. It won’t 
even be enough to destroy every base in South Viet Nam— 
just once. The V.C. will just move back in and set up shop 
again or set up new bases elsewhere. The old bases and the 
new ones will have to be pounded again and again as soon 
as they are set up, so that the Communist mainline armies 
will have no place to organize, train, rest, recuperate and re­ 
form after battles—and no stable command headquarters or 
supply depots. 
But six months to get this secret base destruction tactic 
really moving and six months after that before it will have 
an important impact adds up to one conclusion. 
It means, at the best, that it may be a year before there 
is any major change in the situation in South Viet Nam.

1116 pancakes you have for 
breakfast in a restaurant, the 
shrimpburger lunch, the cock- 
tail party hors d'oeuvres, and 
the beef stroganoff dinner prob­ 
ably come out of a box. 
Restaurants, faced with a la­ 
bor shortage, limited space and 
mounting costs, are turning to 
packaged 
mixes 
and 
frozen 
foods. So are hospitals, schools, 
airlines and ships. 
One major restaurant school 
had 3,000 more job offers than it 
had graduates last year. 
The number of restaurants 
has been increasing. There are 
378,460 
commercial 
res­ 
taurants in the country, 6,170 
more than last year. The big­ 
gest gain has been in quick- 
service facilities. 
At a recent frozen food show 
in New York, the emphasis was 
on institution-size packages, for 
restaurants and others. 
There 
were 
breaded 
and 
glazed ready-to-cook “gourmet 
filets,” shrimp, scallops, 10- 
pound bags of eggs, and pastry 
dough. 
“ The biggest obstacle in sell­ 
ing frozen entres to the institu­ 
tional trade is the matter of the 
chef's ego,” said a spokesman 
for a restaurant chain. 
He suggested that chefs who 
like to tend their own sauces 
might look more favorably on 
something that required partial 
preparation in their own kitch­ 
ens. 
But Davis V. Whitley of Chi­ 
cago, newly elected president of 
the National Association of Food 
Packers, has found no such re­ 
sistance. 
“ Hie old notion of the chef 
wanting to keep his finger in the 
pie is dissipating,” he said. 
Whitley said the institutional 
market had become the fastest 
growing segment of the $5-bil- 
lion 
annual frozen food busi- 
and now amounted 
to 


nearly one-third of all frozen 
food sales. 
Stouffer Food Corp. opened 
three restaurants this year with 
40 per cent le ss kitchen space 
than normal. 
“ This was possible because of 
the use of prepared convenience 
foods,” said James Biggar, the 
company's marketing vice pres­ 
ident. “ Two years ago,Stouffer 
would not have considered use 
of frozen prepared foods in its 
own restaurants.”

Guns Take Toll

(AP) — UJS. air attacks on So­ 
viet-built m issile sites in North 
Viet Nam have been sharply 
stepped up, but the Reds* con­ 
ventional antiaircraft guns have 
taken the heaviest toll of attack­ 
ing American planes. 
Air Force and Navy fighter- 
bombers 
have 
destroyed or 
damaged seven surface-to-air 
installations in the past week 
and 10 since the beginning of the 
month. Only three SAM sites 
were hit between the end of July 
and November. 
Seven planes, including res­ 
cue aircraft, were lost in at­ 
tacks on m issile installations 
last weekend, but only one was 
downed by a m issile. The others 
were hit by conventional ground 
fire. 
“ It's a risky business,” saida 
UJS. military spokesman. “ The 
concentration of flak aimed at 
our planes is as heavy as, if not 
heavier than, any in World War 
II.” 
M issiles are one of the Com­ 
munists* most potentially dan­ 
gerous weapons, but their suc­ 
cess seem s to have been rela­ 
tively limited. Of the more than 
140 planes lost since UJS.bomb­ 
ings of North Viet Nam began, 
only seven are known to have 
been shot down by m issiles. 
Much of the credit is due the 
American pilots who have coped 
from the beginning with the 
m issile threat. They have devel­ 


oped tactics to minimize the 
danger from the SAMs. 
Pilots returning from raids 
against 
m issile Installations 
have reported being fired on by 
the SAMs. But some of the as­ 
saults have been carried out 
with great speed — one took 
only 90 seconds. Pilots say the 
Communists may not have had 
time to launch the complex pro­ 
jectiles with any degree of accu­ 
racy. 
On the other hand, all the 
SAM installations are heavily 
protected by automatic weapons 
and antiaircraft guns which can 
produce withering fire in sec­ 
onds. 
All except two of the 13 sites 
hit so far were mobile installa­ 
tions. These can be erected and 
dismantled within a day. 
Informed sources have said 
that as many as 30 fixed SAM 
installations ring the cities of 
Hanoi and Haiphong. There are 
indications that the number of 
portable facilities is much high­ 
er and that these are spread 
throughout much of the country. 
Despite dangers involved in 
strikes against m issile facili­ 
ties, the United States has be­

Two Baltimore scientists say 
it has worked in their experi­ 
ments with rodents and rotifers. 
(Yeah, rotifers. You know, tiny 
water animals). 
Why not people? 
Well, for one thing, said the 
scientists, Drs. Charles H.Bar­ 
rows and Nathan W. Shock, if 
you can read this you* re too late 
to start the treatment. 
“ These experiments indicate 
that what happens to a person 
very early in life influences 
greatly what happens to him 
later in life,” explained Dr. 
Shock. 
The answer then, no doubt, is 
to run to the cradle and snatch 
away that bottle and blanket. 
Right? 
Well, Dr. Barrows isn't too 
optimistic that it would work. 
“It would be very difficult to 
get enough children whose par­ 
ents would allow them to be fed 
only half of what all the other 
children are getting,” he said. 
“ They probably would be small­ 
er, and the practical problems 
would be great.” 
Drs. Snock and Barrow told 
newsmen Thursday that their 
rats and rotifers, who had no 
choice but to cooperate, had 
lived up to twice as long as well- 
fed rats and warm rotifers.And 
they reported, they lengthened 
certain stages of the creatures' 
lives, including the reproduc­ 
tive period and old age. 
“ We regard this as an impor­ 
tant finding because it means 
we may be able to do something 
biologically that will influence 
the period of old age,” said Dr. 
Shock. 
Dr. Barrows said that feeding 
rats one-third less than normal 
amounts extended 
their 
life 


span by 50 per cent. 
The life of a rotifer was 
lengthened 100 per cent by ei­ 
ther cutting down on the food or 
by reducing the temperature of 
the water in which they live. 
Dr. Shock is chief of the 
gerontology branch of the Na­ 
tional Heart Institute, Balti­ 
more City Hospitals. Dr. Bar­ 
rows heads the institute's sec­ 
tion on 
nutritional biochemis­ 
try. They're in Los Angeles 
for a meeting of the gerontolo­ 
gical society.
